ANnotHzR change has been made, in the 
Government of Tonquin, General yz Conor 
being replaced iu the supreme direction by 
M. Pavt Beez, tho Civil Governor or Re- 
sident, while General Warner takes com- 
mand of the troops, Thess frequent 
changes canuot fail to add materially to the 
difficulties of tho French in organising the 
country. General has succeeded Genéral, 
the civil régime replaced the military ségime, 
aud was itself again replaced by the Iattar, 
and now another trial of civil govorament 
isto be made. Ina country in auch o state 
of anarchy aa Tonquin there can be little 
doubt that a strong military government ia 
the bost calculated to restoro order and sup- 
press brigandage and piracy. General or 
Covroy has shown himeclf o man of firm 
wilt and decided action, and the news of his 
recall will doubtlesa orcite coneiderablo sur- 
priae. It aeems, bowevar, from the home papers 
received by the mail yesterday, that tho gal- 
lant Goneral bos become convinced of the use- 
lossuess of the occupation of the whole coun- 
try and has bad the courage to express: bis, 
views, which were probably found unpalat- 
able by the late Ministry and little lesa so 
by the progent one. In a despatch dated 
the 2lst July, 1835, he ssys:—* Thongh 
progress has been miade yith the occupation 
of Tonguin it mist nevertheless bo regarded 
aa having lo be yet accomplished. It must, 
moreover, be cbneidered ag vory diffcult to 
achieve in the pranent, and its rosult ag al- 
ways uncertain in the future. By a clause 
in. the Parznornx ‘Treaty of Peaca with 
Obina we bave undertaken to'establish ond 
insure‘ordor along the whole length of tho 
frontier which separates usfrom China, To 
achieve thia. we aball have great difficulties 
to surmount, add greater still to maintain. 
our position on that froutier, Wo shall, 


Yjtherefore, at those pointa alwaya have a 


‘Damocles sword banging oyer our honde. 
What-Enow—propose may seom very bold 
and very unexpected. Let us quit Tonquin, 
or rathor that portion of it which we poseoss, 
and let us'take Annam.” It was about this 
time that General pu Courcr went to Hud, 
accompanied by a éonsiderable military force, 
the presence of which in the capital a0 
flamed the Annamites that they ‘mado a 
night attack ob the French. This, as our 
readers will recollect, was repulsed, and tho 
outcome of it was thai the Aonsmite King 
fled from his capital and 8 new Government 
was set up. Groat disorder followed, and 
still prevaila, “Whether Genoral pz Couner 
was woll advised in the course be took on the 
occasion of his visit to Hué we aro not now 
concerned to discuss farther than to note the 
peculiar reasoning implied in thy suggestion 
that because the occupation of one country 
has proved a mietale therefore another ought 
to be taken, There can, however, be no’ 
question as to the General’s views concerning 
Tonquin, for in another despatch; dated the 
2nd Auguat, he says:—* In seeking to con- 
quer and ocoupy the geocentric points of 
‘Tonquin—such as Laug-Son, That-khe, Kao- 
bang, Thuyen-quan, &e.—we have thrown 
away enormous sums of money, been lavish 
with French blood, snd have seriously. com- 
promised thé hoalth of our troops, “To 
persevere with this aystem sud to push 
forward to Lac-kai ‘undor pretext of 
‘opening. up. that notorious road to. Obins 
by which” nothing has ever ponotrated 
into that country, and up and down which 
nothing, will ever pass, would be to commit 
& monatrons fault, which would be all the 
more patent and unpardonable after the 
terrific lesson given us by recent experience, 
The really productive regions of Tonquin do 
sob extend’ beyond tho points at which the 
rivers cease to be navigable for, our light 
gunbssta. Beyond’ that there is nothing, 
for I do not reckon the mineral woealth, 
which, I fear, ouly exists i for 
imaginstions of certain explorers.” Fra 
bas, however; as wo have remarked on pro- 
vious’ occasions, gone, too far in Tonquin to 
votire now, and, as the Zimen correapondont 
says, to withdraw the flag when it has once 
been planted and to abandon a con- 
quered . territory, even when the “¢on- 
quest. is unfruiifal, is an dot to which 
the national mind will with difficulty eubmit, 
and oven those now orying out most loudly 
against the holding of Tonquin would pro-

MUTINOUS CONDUCT ON BOARD A 
CHINESE TRANSPORT. 
eee 

Tho Shanghat Morcury of the 16th inst. says+ 
—Life on board 1 Chinoso transport, at least 
as far as tho crew of tho vessel is concerned, 
appoars to beanything but enviable, ualess one 
ts used to rest bis. woary hoad on a pillow mado 
up of swords and pévolvera, In faot it is arathor 
curious cireumstancd that thus far'no setions ac- 
cident has happened to any af the foraigners 
employed in thesa boats, which regularly carry 
‘Lisbanded troops from one. place to the other. 
As‘u rulo these vessels are so- crammed with 
soldiers (many of whom aro in possossion of arms), 
the greator part bring, composod of the vory 
eswonce of rowdyism, that in case of any sarions 
rising an attempt to succesafally quell it would 
boo hopeless task. Though ‘quarrels amongst 
these “braves” themselves are common, those 
which take place Letwoon them and the crow are 
much more frequont, This may principally be 
accounted for by the fact that the crews aro 
composed of Canton mon, whilst the soldiers ‘are 
mule tp of contingents: draughted in tho north, 
a deadly “cian foud” oxisting between these 
two elomonts. ° . 

Some rathor lively “serambles” have of late 
takon place on board the Chineso transport Mee- 
foo. ‘Tho vessol left Poochow for Hankow with 
1,60 disbanded soldiars on board a few ‘days 
aga, but owing to tha shalluwuess of the water 
in the river sho could get no farthor than Nan- 
king; so sho returned to Shanghai to awnit 
orders, atriving horoon the Ith instant. On 
tho passage a nimbex of thesa warriors hold 
broke into the cabin of the mindarm in, ohatge 
of tho crowd and gave him a surve beating, 
prostinably for thereason that thore was not 
sufficient “ chow” for. thom. Noxt thé rowdios 
turned te and took charso of the galley in whieh 
the food “for tho Huropean crew is cooked, the 
rosult«boing that thé latter had to go without 
cooked food tor a couple of days. After they 
hind intilo “a clearance of ovérything found 
in tho galley they threatened the - cook's 
Lifo unloss ha produced more food. The 
galley of tho sailors and firemen did’ not fara 
much, better. Haol. of the craw sas therefore 
provided with a revolver and sword, as an 
attack was anticipated every moment. Whon 
ths vessel gob to Nauking and it was found that 
tho water was tov law ta proceed ang further, the 
nintineers pravented the officers from letting go 
thu auchor. Assistance was got from the shore, 
when several of tho disaffected wore arrested, 
taken on shore, and ducapitated, whilst o number 
hat thoir vars cat off, The foreign pilot's lifo 
‘was also threatened, Another livoly onoountor 
took placo on the morniug on the 16th inst. For 
some reason or other one of the “ braves” picked 
aquarrel-with a sailor Ht about 9 a.m.. the re 
sult, being thatthe mariner received a good 
hiding from the soldier. Just when the 
single combat was ut its hottest, a party of 
enilors camo to tho roseuo and gave the “brave” 
a sound tlirashing. His~ ores attracted ths 
attention of his comrades, who appeared o2 
tha scons in numbers, and it-became apparent: 
that the alfsir was going to assume a seriots 
aspect. “Tho officers and engineers of tho 
steamer, consequently, armed themselves ‘with 
pistols and swords, the firomen ard sailors fol- 
Jowing snit,and soon on attacking party was 
farined befor which the “ braves vanished bo- 
low deck in less than uo time. » The blood, how- 
over, which our reporter, on visiting the Meefoo 
this afternoon, noticed on the ouffs of some of 
tho officers on board, showed that tho dfair was 
uot all “door and skittles.” “A notification has 
deen pasted over the ship to the effect that iv 
any soldier wants to go to Hankow on his own 
aceduut Lo can do so by paying bis own passage. 
This hay cuasod greati excitement amongst them 
and frosh troublo is anticipated. When our ro-
